Tobacco WarsuouM J 

Sales on our market for the week 
j 1 1 -it closed amount to 2,778 hogsheads, 
with receipts for the same period of 
last year of 1,660 Hogsheads. Sales 
on our market aiuoe Jan. 1st amount 
to 42,239 hogsheads. Sales on our 
market up to this date of the crop of 
1889 amount to 25,243 hogsheads. 

Tho market this week has not 
developed any change in prices for 
dark tobacco either old or new. Such 
tobacco as has special merit either 
by reason of its length or wrappery 
qualities is iu demand at good prices. 

Tho offerings this weok have em- 
braced quite a number of hogsheads 
in soft condition soino of them having 
already funked. It is probable that 
tho sales this week have shown more 
tobacco out of condition than has ap- 
peared previously since tho beginning 
of the year. There has been an ex- 
tensive sowing of plant bods in tho 
past ten days, and while it is much 
later than usual yet, with fuvorable 
wouther conditions, is sufficiently 
early. The following quotations rep 
present fairly our market for dark 
tobacco crop of 1888.

The Louisville Park bill was the 
mbject of much wrangling last week 

Senator Lunsford has introduced a 
bill to amend the charter of the town 
of Croftoa. 

The biU giving Bowling Green a 
registration law aud the Wallace elec 
tion law has become a law. 
The House last week passed an act 

to provide for the registration of 
voters in the county of Powell. 

Mr. Myers has introduced a bill to 
abolish Harlan county and return it 
to the counties from which it was cut 
out. 

The Paris Electric Light bill, veto- 
ed by the Governor, was passed over 
his voto by the House, by a vote of 
63 to 2. 

Gov. Buckner has vetoed a bill 
prohibiting the sale aud manufacture 
of ardent spirits in a common school 
district in Barren county. He objects 
i. 'he manufacture. 

The bill to establish a fourth lunatic 
asylum was defeated in the Houbo by 
a vote of 61 to 27. An appropriation 
of $35,000 was made to enlarge the 
Anchorage, Asylum instead of^build 
ing another new one. 

In the Senate Friday the Thorne 
bill was advocated by Mr. Dickersou, 
and in an amended shape by Mr. 
Lindsay. To save voting on so many 
amendments, Mr. Berry moved to lay 
the bill and all the amendments on 
the table. By a vote of eighteen to 
sixteen the motion prevailed, aud the 
bill was killed.
